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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 45-49 is indicated because the double patenting rejection of claims 45-49 has 
been withdrawn in lieu of the Terminal Disclaimer filed on September 01, 2005. 
Additionally, the Examiner agrees with the Applicant's argument that in both De Faria- 
Correa et al (US 5,533,496) and Thompson (US 5,762,603) patents, there is no vision 
head including a vision chip for obtaining an image is attached to a distal end of an 
extension arm with the vision head is configured to extend away from the distal end of 
the endoscope to permit retrograde vision as recited in claim 45.
